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thority of a father among the Jew- 
ish people. He could have re- 
strained his sons, but he did not. 
That is the old, old problem of 
our young people. There is a 
crime wave. ‘There is adultery, 
divorce, lawlessness. All of it 
starts sadly enough with young 
people—juvenile delinquency. 
In some sense juvenile delin- 
quency is a problem of everybody’s 
delinquency. 


I. The Causes of Juvenile 
Delinquency 


What are the causes of juvenile 
delinquency? First, there is the 
sinful nature which we inherit. 
You had just as well face that. 
Every father, every mother ought 
to start on this basis: my child 
has in him the seeds of sin and 
death. 

As David said, ‘‘Behold, I was 
shapen in iniquity; and in sin did 
my mother conceive me (Ps. 51:5). 
Your children, like David’s, have a 
sinful nature. Cain came into this 
world in a good environment, not 
a bad environment. It was not 


the pool halls, not the dance 
floors, not bad company that 
ruined Cain. He had it _ inside 


him. He was a.murderer in his 
heart, a lost sinner by nature. 

I say, juvenile delinquency is, 
first, the breaking out of a sin- 
ful nature which everybody has. 
The children of the best family in

Better for God to Use It Than 
for Income Tax to Get It! 


The Federal Government allows 
up to thirty per cent of one’s in- 
come to be given to the Lord’s 
work. Even if you are in the 
lowest income bracket, you would 
pay twenty per cent income tax on 
taxable income. That would mean 
that on $100 you would pay $20 
income tax. But if you gave $100 
to the Sword of the Lord Founda- 
tion, this nonprofit gospel cause, 
recognized by the government, you 
would save $20 of income tax. 
Actually you would only have 
$80 left after tax if you kept the 
money. So in effect you would 
only be giving $80, but would get 
credit and would do the _ good 
amounting to $100. 


If you are in a higher income 
bracket, you may have to pay as 
much as fifty per cent of your in- 
come in income tax. But all that 
you would give to the Lord’s work, 
approved by the Federal Govern- 
ment as a nonprofit organization, 
like a church or THE Sworp OF 
THE LorpD, could be deducted from 
your income before figuring the 
tax. That would mean that in 
effect the government would be 
paying us $50 and you would be 
paying $50 for every $100 you sent. 

It is better that the Lord should 
use the money than it should go 
to the Federal Government in in- 
come taxes, and the government 
has planned it that way so that 
people may give to good causes 
and not pay taxes on. the money 
they give. 


A Plan You Might Use 


Suppose’ a good man or woman 
Should feel led to give a sum of 
money which would make the 
year’s gifts considerably more than 
thirty per cent of annual income, 
so that one could not deduct all 
the gift from income for one year. 
Such an one might let us sign a 
long-term note, without interest, 
and with payment scheduled once 
each year. Then he may, as he 
likes, forgive us the yearly pay- 
ment when it comes due, and it

come for the year. And the-note 
could be made so that in case of 
one’s death, it is cancelled and 
the money belongs to the Sword 
of the Lord Foundation for this 
gospel work.

“Be careful for nothing; but in every thing by 
prayer and supplication with thanksgiving let your 
requests be made known unto God. And the peace 


of God, which passeth all understanding, shall keep 


your 
Phil. 4:6, 7. 


“Be careful for nothing”; that 
is, “Be anxious about nothing.” 
No anxiety ought to be found in 
the believer. Great, many, and 
varied may be our trials, our 
afflictions, our difficulties; yet 
there should be no anxiety under 
any circumstances, because we 
have a Father in Heaven who is 
almighty, who loves His children 
as He loves His only begatten 
Son, and whose very joy and 
delight it is to guccor and help 
them at all times and under all 
circumstances. 


Therefore anxiety should not be 
found in the children of God, 
but we should attend to the ex- 
hortation given us in this verse: 
“Be anxious about nothing; but 
in everything by prayer and sup- 
plication with thanksgiving, let 
your requests be made known unto 
God.,”’ 

Here notice 
following points: 

1. “In everything,” that is, not 
merely when the house is on fire; 
not merely when the beloved wife 
is dying; not merely when our 
children are on the brink of the 
grave, but in the smallest matters 
of life. Bring everything before 
God—the little things, the very 
little things, what the world calls 
trifling things—everything—living 
in holy communion with our 
Heavenly Father, and with. our 
precious Lord Jesus Christ, all 
day long. And when we awake 
at night, by’a kind of spiritual 
instinct again turning to Him, 
and speaking to Him, and bring- 
ing our various little matters be- 
fore Him in the sleepless night, 
the difficulties in connection 
with our family, our servants, 
our trade, our profession. What- 
ever tries us in any way, speak 
to the Lord about it. And in 
like manner, our joys, our easy 
days, speak to the Lord about 
them, and ask Him to help. Ask 
Him to help regarding every- 
thing. 

2. “By prayer and supplication,” 
taking the place of beggars, with 
earnestness, with — perseverance, 
going on and waiting, waiting, 
waiting on God. 

3. “With thanksgiving.” We 
should at all times lay a good 
foundation with thanksgiving, If 
| everything else were wanting, this 
ris always present, that He has sav- 
ed us from Hell.

Crime on the March 

Former President Herbert Hoo- 
ver called attention to some start- 
ling statistics recently about the 
increasing tidal. wave of crime 
flooding our country from ceast to 
coast. He related that all ‘‘ma- 
jor known crimes have’ grown 
from 1,685,000 in 1946 to approxi- 
mately 2,800,000 in.1957, or three 
times as fast as the increase in 
population.” 

The most heart-rending phase 
of the rapid rise in crime relates 
to teen-agers under eighteen. In 
1957 there were 740,000 — such 
youngsters arrested. Mr. Hoover 
declared that since 1952 the popu- 
lation group under eighteen years 
of age has increased 22 per cent 
but the arrests of those in this 
age group have jumped 55 _ per 
cent. In other words, the crime 
rate increase is more than double 
that of the population rate in- 
crease! 

Mr. Hoover revealed that while 
our FBI reported 2,800,000 major 
known crimes in 1956 (and he 
called the criminals responsible 
for this staggering total ‘enemies 
of our civilization’), the Bureau 
of Prisons reported only 195,414 
people in Federal and state pri- 
sons as of January 1, 1958. ‘The 
Bureau further reported that only 
80,408 had been received duting 
that year when there had been 


committed! Something is wrong 
with American justice! 

Our former President declared 
that while there were 6,929 known 
cases of murder and non-negligent 
manslaughter during 1957, there 
were only 48 people executed. Out 
of 21,080 known rape cases, only 
7,900 persons were found guilty in 
our courts. Out of a known 590, 
020 burglary cases, only about 12 
per cent, or 72,000 offenders, were 
found guilty. The same pathetic 


percentages were true in other 
fields. 
This situation is’ tragically 


heartbreaking, It is true that the 
Bill of Rights guarantees to all 
Americans the right “to be secure 
in their persons,” but it is equally 
true that such security is not 
available in the land of the free 
and the home of the brave at 
this present hour. An awakened, 
aroused public has got to do some- 
thing about the deplorable crime 
Situation blighting our” nation. 


Real Cool Bait 


If the hot August weather is 
beginning to get you down, it prob- 
ably will be no consolation to 
know that Georgia even has air 
conditioning for its worms! Yes, 
the US Worm and Minnow Hatch- 
ery at Cordele, Georgia, has pro- 
vided air conditioning for their 
worms since 1947. Since their an- 
nual output numbers in excess of 
two million wrigglers every year, 


it is really quite a project. They 
have discovered that with cool- 
ing, they can get worms. ready 


for the hook in half the time that 
it takes for ordinary worms to get 
in shape for bait. 

Air conditioning the worms is 
no simple matter, either; it takes 
real engineering skill. It seems 
that if the temperature is too hot, 
or too cold, or too damp, or too 
dry, the temperamental crawlers 
disappear.

Finally, however, as a result of 
the newsman’s insistence, Waltz 
laughed and said, ‘‘No more mon- 
ey! I just got $190,000 out of real 
estate in freeway condemnations 


in Southern California. No more 
money! J gave plenty to. the 
government in 1959. No more 


money in 1959. Maybe next year.” 
He followed that declaration by 
Slamming the door in the news- 
man’s face. 

Does it seem strange that one 
would turn down wealth? Yet 
that is the situation being multi- 
plied in tens of thousands of lives 
all over America and around the 
world.

tion on almost any of the rail- 
roads, you had to make applica- 
tion a good while ahead. The gov- 
ernment limited the time to thirty 
days. You could not get a reserva- 
tion longer than that. But I found 
that even the thirty days was 
often difficult. One day I had to 
get a reservation to Montrose, 
Pennsylvania, where I was to par- 
ticipate in a Bible conference. 
I made my application thirty 
days in advance, and the answer 
I got regarding the train I wanted 
was, “All sold out. No further 
accommodation.” So I had to fish 
around and find that there was 
another train on which I could 
get accommodations though it did 
not serve me so well. 

The same is true in hotels. I 
havé gone in hotel after hotel and 
seen people crowding the lobbies, 
going up to the desk and asking 
confidently for a room only to be 
answered by a question: 

“Have you a reservation?” 

»“Reservation? No, I have no 
reservation. But surely you have 
accommodations.” 

“Sorry, sir, but we have no ac- 
commodations without  reserva- 
tion.” 

Sometimes they insist, but that 
does not change the matter in 
the least. Sometimes they try to 
impress the clerk at the desk 
with their importance; they tell 
what a prominent personage there 
happens to be before them, but 
the clerk is impersonal. In fact, 
in war days there was véry little 
courtesy shown by hotel clerks. 
In war times, if you have no res- 
ervation, well, you need not ex- 
pect an accommodation. So I have 
seen people sleeping, scores of 
them, in big chairs in hotel lob- 
bies, and, they have slept there 
all night long because they could 
hot get a room on account of 
not having made reservation early 
enough, | 

You know, wherever I see that 
sign, and often it is ;thé sign it- 
self that faces you rather than 
hearing the words from the lips 
of the clerk, whenever I see that 
sign, “No accommodations with- 
out reservation,” in my heart I 
find myself applying it to Heaven, 
because after all, that is what the 
Word of God teaches us in regard 
to Heaven. 


There is a city bright; 
Closed are its gates to sin. 
Nought that defileth 
Can ever enter in. 


The Lord Jesus said, “In my 
Father’s house are many man- 
sions: if it were not so I would 
have told you. I go to prepare a 
place for you. And if I go and 
prepare a place for you, I will 
come again, and receive you unto 
myself.” But we find when we 
turn to this passage in I Peter 
that those who are going 
to have accommodations in that 


‘heavenly home must make their 


reservations ahead. They must 
make their reservations in this life, 
for if death should find them with- 
out having applied for and obtain- 
ed a reservation, it will then be too 
late. No accommodation in Heaven 
without reservation! 


Reservation for Heaven 
Means Being Born 
Again 

The Apostle Peter here speaks 
of the wondrous mercy which God 
has shown to us in the death and 
resurrection of the “Lord Jesus 
Christ. He says, “Blessed be the 
God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, which according to his 
abundant mercy hath begotten us 
again unto a living hope by the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ from 
the dead.’ It is the new birth 
that assures a place in Heaven. 
Jesus said to Nicodemus, “Except 
a man be born again, he cannot 
see the kingdom of God.” Nothing 
else will do. 


There will be no use in that 
day pleading one’s own personal 
merit. It will not do to stand be- 
fore God and plead the fact that 
one attended church regularly or 
that he belonged to some evan- 
gelical. body. It will not do,to 
plead that he was_ baptized 
or that he was a_- regular 
communicant at the table of the 
Lord. It will not do to plead 
that one was. charitable and 
sought to help others in a fi- 
nancial way. It will not do to 
plead that one was interested in 
the different missionary programs 
and was willing to help support 
those who went into the dark 
places of the world to carry the 
Gospel to lost men and women. 
It will not do to plead that one 
was trying to keep the law and to 
obey the Sermon on the Mount 
and to do the best he could. These 
are all good and all right and 
all helpful in their place, but they 
will never do instead of the new 
birth. “Ye must be born again.” 
Those who are said to have a res- 
ervation in Heaven have been be- 
eotten again unto a living hope 
by the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead. 


Reservation for Heaven Is 
Based Upon the Blood 
of Christ 


Then further: down in the same 
chapter the Apostle tells us this: 
“Forasmuch as ye know that ye 
were not redeemed with corrupt- 
ible things, as silver and _ gold, 
from your Vain conversation § re- 
ceived by tradition from 
fathers; but 
blood of Christ, as of a lamb with- 
out blemish and without spot: 
Who verily was fore-ordained be- 
fore the foundation of the “world, 
but was manifest in these last 
times for you. Who by him ‘do 
believe in God, that raised him 


up from the dead, and gave him

glory; that your faith and hope 
might be in God.” When he speaks 
of faith and hope there, it is 
faith and hope in view of an 
eternal redemption. That faith 
and hope is based first upon a 
new birth, second upon redemp- 
tion by the precious atoning blood 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. ‘“With- 
out shedding of blood is no re- 
mission.” / 


I know that. we are living in 
a day when people, many of them, 
do not like the doctrine of salva- 
tion by blood. They forget that 
all through this blessed Book 
from Genesis to Revelation it is, 
one might say, literally dripping 
with blood. Sometimes it has been 
my habit as I read my Bible 
through year after year to have 
a red pencil, and every reference 
to blood, every reference to death, 
every reference to sacrifice, every 
reference to atonement, I under- 
line in red. If you could see some, 
of those old Bibles of mine (dnd 
there are lots of them lying a- 
round, I generally find I wear 
out a Bible in two or three years 
at the most), if you would look 
over them you would find that 
there are red blots from Genesis 
to Revelation, for the story of 
redemption by blood, the _ story 
of salvation by the atoning death 
of the Lord Jesus Christ is found 
everywhere in this Book. Yet peo- 
ple say, “I do not like the idea 
of being saved by blood; I do not 
‘like the idea of feeling I have 
to owe a place in Heaven to the 
death of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
I think I can save myself.’ One 
of our own poets has written: 
“T need no Christ to die for me.” 

Very well, then, if you refuse 
the salvation that God has offered, 
death comes and you cry out for a 
place in Heaven, you are answered 
with the equivalent of: these 
words: “No accommodations with- 
out reservation.” And there is no 
reservation apart from the re- 
demption by the precious blood 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


“An Inheritance—Reserved 
in Heaven for You” 


You will notice how Peter used 
that word reserved in the fourth 
verse. He says: “We have been 
begotten again unto a living hope 
by the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from ‘the dead, to an inheritance 
incorruptible, and undefiled, and 
that fadeth not away, reserved 
in Heaven for you, who by him 
do believe in God.” Oh, I challenge 
you, my friend, is there a place 
there reserved for you? Let me 
tell you this on the authority of 
the Word of God, if you have not 
made application for a reserva- 
tion, there is none there as. yet, 
and if you were to pass into e- 
ternity as you are, you would find 
yourself without a _ place in 
Heaven. 


There is a story that William 
Haslam tells. On one occasion he 
was asked to visit a dying man, 
in the early days before the full 
precious truth of the Gospel had 
dawned upon his own soul. He 
went in, and-.sat down with this 
dying man who was moaning in 
grief and anguish and gave every 
evidence of being afraid to die, 
afraid to meet God. Mr. Haslam 
began to try to quiet him by say- 
ing, “My dear man; you must 
not be afraid. You must remember 
that after all, it is as natural 
for us to die as to be born, and 
that death simply means going 
home. So you must trust God 
that everything will be all right 
when you get on the other side.” 

But the dying man interrupted 
him and. said, “You don’t under- 
stand, you don’t understand. You 
say death is going home. That is 
not the case with me, sir. The 
only home I have known is my 
home here on earth. I have no 
home over there. I don’t know 
anything about a home over 
there, and death, sir, for me, 
means leaving home and going out 
into eternity to be homeless for- 
ever.” Then Mr. Haslam was re- 
minded of his responsibility not 
to try to soothe that dying man 
by making him think everything 
was all right, but to put before 
him the atoning work of the Lord 
Jesus Christ by which alone a 
poor sinner could be fitted for a 
place in Heaven, 


Reserved Only for Sinners! 

A reserved inheritance, reserved 
in Heaven. For whom is it re- 
served? Who may obtain a reser- 


abanagi over there? -Well, first, let 
me say this; it is only for sinners. 


No one else. There is no reser- 
vation over there for anyone but 
sinners. You say; “Sinners? I 
thought it was sinners who are 
going to be shut away in the 
blackness of darkness forever. I 
thought it was only saints who 
could have a place in Heaven.” 


' Well, in a certain sense you 
thought correctly, but then, you 
see, those saints have to come to 
God as sinners in order to become 
saints. No one can be saved as a 
saint. He must be saved as a 
Sinner who repents. “They that 
are whole need not a _ physician 
but they that are sick.” 


Robert Murray McCheyne, that 
earnest young Scottish preacher 
who left such an impression on 
Scotland that his name is still a 
household word in thousands of 
Scottish homes (though he went 
to be with Christ many years ago, 
dying when he was still a young 
an), was preaching in a certain 
church night after night. He 
noticed in the audience a man who 
was greatly troubled and distress- 
ed about his soul. On _ several 
occasions he had spoken to him 
personally and tried to make clear 
the way of life to that man. But 
he went away just as troubled 
or. more troubled than when he 
came. But gne night Mr. Mc- 
Cheyne was speaking on the text, 
“I am the door: by me if any 
man enter in, he shall be saved.” 
He tried to present as simply as 
he could the glorious message of 
God’s Gospel of whosoever will; 
that any poor sinner. anywhere 
who would come to Jesus would 
find in Him the door to life and 
peace. As he preached, this man, 
he noticed, dropped his head, put 
his hands over his eyes, and evi- 
dently was engaged in prayer. 
Then in a little while he looked 
up, and, oh, what a change on his 
countenance! Before he had been 
so dour as though the world was 
pressing upon his heart and press- 
ing him down to a hell of eternal 
woe. But now everything was dif- 
ferent. As soon as the meeting 
was over he came hurrying up 
to Mr. McCheyne, reached out his 


“I got in tonight, sir. I got in 
tonight! I got in at the door while 
yot were preaching on ‘I am the 
door: by me if any man enter in, 
he shall be saved.’ I got in, sir, 
Thank God I am saved tonight.” 


McCheyne said, “My dear 
friend, I have tried to make the 
Gospel clear to you for the past 
fortnight. How is it you did not 
get in before?” 

“T was at the wrong door and 
I couldn’t get in.’ 

“What do you-mean you were at 
the wrong door?” 

“You know, sir, I was trying to 
get in at the saint’s door all the 
time and I couldn’t get in that 
way. I wasn’t good enough. I 
realized I did not have enough 
righteousness to commend me to 
God. I could not get in at the 
saints’ door. It was locked against 
me. When you read that text to- 
night and made it so clear I 
said, ‘Man, you have been at the 
wrong door. Try the sinners’ door.’ 
And I went to the sinners’ door 
and it flew open immediately. I 
didn’t have to press my way in 
at all. Thank God I got in as a 
sinner and my soul is saved.” 

Oh, I wish the Holy Spirit of 
God might impress that upon the 
heart of every unsaved man or 
woman tonight. You will never 
be saved unless you come to God 
as a sinner. You will never have 
a reservation for a place in Heav- 
en unless you take your place 
with the poor publican who stood 
there in the temple of Jehovah 
and for very shame would not 
lift up his eyes unto Heaven as 
he smote upon his breast and cried, 
“God be merciful to me a sinner.” 
You must come as a sinner. You 
cannot come as a saint, for all 
have sinned and come short of 
the glory of God. 

Do not plead anything else. 
not plead any fancied merit of 
your. own. Do not plead any 
church membership or church 
erganization or anything like that. 
Do not plead reformation or that 
you are doing your best, but look 
up into the face of God tonight 
and say to Him, “Oh, God, I am

a sinner for whom Jesus died. But 
Thou hast given Him to save 
sinners and I come to Him now.” 
You know when you come to Him 
like that, He takes you, for He 
said, “Him that cometh to me, 
1 will in no wise cast out” (John 
6:37). You do not have to try 
to improve yourself. People say 
this to us sometimes, “I do not 
feel I am fit to come.” If on the 
one hand they do not feel as 
though they are too good to come, 
that they do not need a Saviour, 
the Devil gets them off on the 
other foot and they say, “I am so 
bad,” and they think the Lord 
will not take them, and they say, 
“T will try to improve myself; I 
will try to make myself better. 
Then I will come.” 
Oh, the old hymn is true: 


Let not conscience make 
linger, 
Nor of fitness fondly dream; 
All the fitness He requireth 
Is to feel your need of Him: 
This He gives you, This He

Come to Him then, just as you

Sometimes, down here on earth, 
certain lines are drawn. In some 
hotels, for instance, in certain lo- 
calities, certain types of people 
are not allowed to have a place 
there if they happen to be of 
a little different color or if 
they happen to belong to some 
different race. But nothing like 
that can keep people out of 
Heaven. God has made of one 
blood all nations that be on the 
face of the earth and no matter 
what race one may belong to, 
he can have a place there. But 
there is one thing that will keep 
people out of Heaven and that 
is uncleansed sin. You cannot 
get into Heaven with your sin 
upon your conscience. Your con- 
science must be purged by the 
precious blood of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Thank God you may be 
cleansed, you may be purged, you 
may be freed from all defilement 
if you will only trust in Him. We 
read in the last chapter of the 
book of Revelation (in the Amer- 
ican Standard Version, which is 
a little clearer than the Authorized 
there), “Blessed are they that 
wash their robes, that they may 
have the right to come to the tree

vation! Qh, that: wonderful city, 
that glorious, home, of the redeem- 
ed, what, a.plage.it. must be where 
Christ is the light. and joy of all 
the saints. 

Many of you have loved ones 
over there. Many of you’ have a 
dear father or mother in that land. 
Some of you dear parents. have 
a precious little babe over there. 
It nearly broke your heart when 
God took that little one from you, 
but He took that darling child 
to yonder land to keep it safe 
there in the hope that you would 
follow on and that you would 
make sure of a place there. But 
you have never yet come to 
Christ. Your dear one is safe in 
His presence but you have no 
assurance of accommodation 
there, because you have made 
no reservation. 


Down in Arizona I was talking 
to a Navajo Indian. They call 
themselves Din-eh, the _ people. 
Other folks are not people. His 
name was Din-eh Yazzi, which 
means little man, and he was a 
little man, an old man over sev- 
enty years of age. He turned to 
me and said, “Anishodi.” (That 
is the Navajo word for long coat. 
That is the name they gave to 
missionaries, for the first mis- 
sionaries that come out were the 
Franciscan priests with long gar- 
ments, and they have kept the 
name, even for Protestants.) So 
he said to me, “‘Anishodi, I Nave 
heard the sgory many years since 
the first one came and I have 
listened to it. It is a good story. 
I like to hear it. At first I did 
not understand. Now I think I 
understand a little better. I think
